HIS CONSTITdENTS. 



AND 



Wc have oxpresHcd rogvet that tlio 
personal orgau of a politician wLo was 
tho only British Columbia member that 
deserted Sir JonK Macdoxald in tho 
hour of his adversity, and who, in 1874, 
•'thanked God that Sir John had fallen 
and predicted that his defeat would 
prove a blessing to the country," should 
at this critical jjeriod have so far for- 
gotten what -was due to tho Canadian 
Premier as to place words in tho mouth 
of Sir JoilK Macdonai.d that ho never 
. drcampt of uttering, and to publish far 
- and wide througliout tho Province that 
before Sir Joiu.' Macdoxald was en- 
abled to secure a seat to represent Vic- 
toria he was forced .-to pledge himself 
to a i^olicy that has for its aim_ tlie 
separation of this Proviaco from' tho 
Dominion. Wo say that it is to bo re- 
gretted that such a' statement should 
have been put forth, because notiiing 
could bo more opposed to tho truth or 
mischievous in its tendency. Had 
there existed tho slightest reason for 
stating that a pledge of any kind was 
exacted from Sir Joiiy JMacdonald 
jirior to liis liccoming .a candidate, 
some excuse wouhl have been found. 
But wlien wo assert that there ex- 
ists not the slightest ground for the 
injurious statement that Sir Joiiu was 
returned to represent this di.strict un- 
pledged; and that those wlio voted for 
him did .so because they Vielievo ho will 
do nil that lies in hi^ power to 
carry out treaty obligations, wo think 
tho ground is fully covered. Cer- 
tainly there was no pledge of any kind, 
direct or implied, which would lead 
any sane person to imagine for a mo- 
ment that Sir Joiix jMacdonald stands 
unpledged to "cidrocale separation.'' If 
tho editor of our contemporary ia the 
possessor of a pledge of the kind; if he 
has among his private papers a docu- 
ment tliat will bear that construction, 
we have no doubt the public would be 
plea.sed to see it, although surjirise 
would be expressed that it had not 
been allowed to seo the light until af- 
ter the close of the poll. As a matter 
of fact, we know that no pledge was 
given by Sir John.

But if v/o arc to judge from his is- 
sue of yesterday tho article was written 
after the effects of tlie jollilication had 
died away and with a full knowledge 
of the gravity of the position in which 
it would place Sir Jolin Macdonald, 
It would appear that the only ground 
for the statement exists in the fact that 
Sir John will represent Victoria. That 
were surclj- a poor excuse for the as- 
sertion that Sir John jMacdo.vai.d was 
"pledged," before he could secure 
a seat here, to "advocate" the dis- 
memberment "of tho Empire — that 
he stands committed to a policy 
which will inevitably destroy tho proud 
structure of Confederation — -the work 
of his own hands 1 

There should bo no mistake upon this 
head. People must not be allowed to 
run away with tho idea that Sir John 
Macdonald, luuhr any circumstances, 
will be found advocating tlie breaking 
up of the Confederation. Peojilo may 
feel as.sured that ho will do all that lies 
in his power to benefit British Colum- 
bia % that he will build the Island rail- 
way, pay .over the subsidy for tho dry 
dock, and push construction on 
the main lino as rapidly as 
possible. But there is absolutely noth- 
ing on record, direct or imj)lied, that 
furnishes the slightest pretc.\;t for the 
statemint that Sir JouN Macdonald 
is pledged to "advocate separation," or 
even to encourage British Cohindna in 
an effort to withdraw from the union. 
Steps have been taken to stamp the 
article of our contemporary as it de- 
■serves to bo stamped, so that the anti- 
dote may accompany the poison on its 
journey to the Eastern provinces. 



owe builder, a shareholder, liaving dis- 
missed all Ids employees ou learning 
that the bank had gone under. In In- 
verness the agents of tho bank had not 
received order.i to .stoii payment, until 
£15,000 had bucu withdrawn by de- 
positor.-;. At aiiothor place tho Post- 
master withheld a telegram ordering 
the closing of the local branch of tho 
bank until his friends had withdrawn, 
their deposits. It is stated that certain 
ex-directors, ex-otlicials, their relatives 
and friends, are indebted to tho bank 
upward of six millions sterling. l\tuch 
surprise exists at the appointment of 
McGregor and Anderson to examine 
accounts of the ban£, both -being of- 
ficially connected with the comi)any 
and largely indebted to the fallen con- 
cern. The action liy other banks in 
accommodating the broken l)ank tended 
to mitigate the dis;'.ster, but con.sider- 
ablo uneasiness prevails respecting fu- 
ture revelations. Shipbuilding interests 
are certainly aflected. The clanni.sh 
action of other banks has averted it. 
For several j'cars in London financial 
circles tho Gla.sgow Bank has been 
considered uiiHound. TIh^ securities 
upon which the institution lent money 
were incredibly risky, and include 
some upon land in tho far. west 
of America and in Australia ; on cattle 
in South America nmging tho pam[)as, 
in pig iron a.nd steel at the full value 
of t'uur years ago. The sharnliohler.-'i, 
with the exception of the Caledonian 
Bank and tho Duke of Sutherland, 
are not wealthy. There is the usual 
proportion of clergymen, widows, and 
spinsters. The Caledonian ISank be- 
came tho ])ro[)rietors of four shares be- 
cause it advanced to customers on them. 
The American trade will hanlly bo af- 
fected much. All securities are con- 
siderably lov.er except tTiiited States 
which remain linn, banks taking them 
more freely and Ic^s margin than Indian 
stocks were. Within a few years tho 
entire list of .sliareliolderH has changed. 
Whereas formerly rich merchants were 
among tho proprietors, there docs not 
now ap|iear a single great fhiancial name 
' on the list. The ilidicultie.s of the 
1 bank a[)pear to have been tided ovi'r, 
I that a year mightelapse without acra.sh, 
thus relicvincr tho great proprietors 
from btdng called on as unlimited share- 
holders.

The Wator-loggod Vossol. 

Tlic name of tho water-logged vessel picked 
up a few days .since oil" tlio niotith of tho 
,Str.iits by the bark \V. II. Clawley, is tlio 
barkoiiliiiu Free Trade. She recently 
loaded at Port Blakcly with a cargo of 
spmo 300,000 foot of liimb-cr fnr Australia, 
iind etruck on tJio coast al>out ;iO miles 
otitsido (if Cape Flattery, in the vicinity 
(if Cape liyale. Snlisciniently she floated 
oil'. Her crew wove conveyed by a pilot 
boat to Tort Madison, whither the vcaHel, 
which iva.s owned l)y a San Francisco 
firm, lias been towed Uy the steiinitiig 
Polittoffsky. Tho captain and crew of 
tlic Gawlcy will be entitled to nalvagc. 

The following dispatch fro)u Port 
TownBGiul, datctl tlie '.:!4th inst., gives ful- 
ler details of tho wreck tlian have yot 
coinc to haiitl:-- 

Thn barkentine Free Tratle, \v]ucli Ifft 
this place October 15th, bound for Syd- 
ney, was water-logged October 18, nincty 
milos aouthwe.st of Capo Flattery, during; 
ii heavy southwest gale, .iohn 'I'honipson, 
eeaman, a native of Denmark, \va!i washed 
overboard and lost. Tho eajitain and 
crew idiamloncd the vef;sel, (let. 21st, in 
one lioat, tho otlier boats being stove in. 
They landed the same night .-it an Indian 
village twenty miles below Cape Flattery, 
and were brought hero this nmrninj; on 
tho pilot schooner Lotitia. The Free 
Trade wa-s picked op on tlie 22d, opposite 
Capo Flattery, within one niilo of Van- 
couver Island by the harkr^ntino W. H. 
Gawley, Capt. Mctiiiire, and .was lowed 
and sailed into Port Angeles, ."irriving on 
of the 23d, cargo intact—dock load saved. 
The water-logged vessel arrived here to- 
day in tow of the steamer T.aeoma. 

Complaint.-; arc continually made by 
residents in the neighborhood of Clover 
Point of the danger they experience from 
boys shooting. It is not safe to walk in 
tho grounds there. Sunday is tho day 
generally chosen. La.H Sunday a boy 
tired from tho road at .a cpiail on a rock 
behind whicli a little girl v. n.T walking .and 
she narrowly escaped l-eiiigshnt, Tho at- 
tention of the police to this matter is ur- 
gently dire ctoa."

Tai Choug vs. Maguiro. 

An application on behalf of.tlie plaintiii' 
for an attachment against the defendant 
for a contempt of Court in proceeding with 
tho sale of plaiiitiiFs goods under a war- 
rant issued under the authority of an Act 
p.assed by tho local legislature, entitled 
"An Act for tho better coiloctiun of Pro- 
vincial taxes from Chinese," notwithstand- 
ing that ho had been aervcd with a notice 
that an order had been made bj' tho Court 
for an injunction to restrain him from 
further proceeding under that warrant, 
and that if ho did proceed lui application 
would bo made to this Court to commiL 
him for contempt. 

Previous to delivering judgment in this 
case His Honor said : — I wish to make a 
few observations. Of course tho iiuiuient 
a judgment is delivered by this Court it 
becomes public property and is open to all 
fair and reasonable comments. Neitlier 
individual nor the pre.ss can bo condemn- 
ed for using it in any way that will best 
promote tho public wolfaro ; but 1 must 
Bay it docs not promote tho public wel- 
fare by using it for iiolitictil purposes or 
attempting to turn it into an instriiiueiit of 
party or personal confliot, Tho moral 
strength which tho administration of jiis- 
tico commands depends upon tho convic- 
tion in tho public mind that it cannot ho 
and is not used for party purpo.-.es. Every 
man stands before tho Court with o(pial 
rights to what tho law has given hiin. The 
ablest men may ditl'er as to what those 
rights are — may diilcr as to the iioliey 
which shotdd govern tho legislation 1 u 
public (picstion.M, and still miiro as to tho 
mode liy which the best ends may be ob- 
tained; but no such diii'erenco can e.xi.st 
as to tho conviction that tho ailmini^.ii.a- 
tion of justice should not oidy be Ivvo, but 
bo considered free from any tincture of 
peraontil or party bias. Those who at- 
tempt to deprive it of this character we.ak - 
en the protection with which the law sur- 
rounds every individual in tho eomuiuui- 
ty. No language can be too strong to 
condemn tho Judge who so far forgets his 
duty and his office as to lend himself to 
eitlior party before tho Court. The lead- 
ers of public opinion, therefore, who for 
private ends endeavor to mix up th.5 ad- 
ministration of justice with political dif- 
feronces, (loan injury to tho public. 

His Honor then proceeded to deliver 
judgment. Hosaid: i have delayed deliver- 
ing judgment in tliis casein viowoffhopub- 
lic interests. Tho necessity of maintaining 
tho law must bo addressed to the reason 
and intcUigonco of a coinnuiiiity aiuf is 
therefore always better understtmd when 
(iscitemeiit ha.s subsided; whatever may 
be tho law of tho hind must be enforced; 
certainly in that respect is tho solo guar- 
antee for tho rights of life, rif property 
and of liberty to every individutd without 
distinction. If the existing kwia not in 
accord with the well faro of the state lot 
it be altered by tlio properly constituted 
Legislative Assembly; hut while it exists it 
must bo obeyed. It is tho duty of the 
judge before whom the (picstion of ite 
applicatj^on arises to judge, not of its 
policy but of its enactment.s, and to carry 
out those enactments by the power and 
authority with which his office invests 
him. If tliat whicli professes to be law 
really i.s r.ot law- -not having been within 
tho scope or constitution:'.! authority of 
tlio legislature which pa.ssed it- it is his 
duty to s,-\y so, whatever iu;iy be the eon.se- 
quenccs. Ho has -nothing to do with 
parties or ndlitics or governments or 
eliussca or inclividunls or expediency. The 
consecpieuce.T inuf.t rest with tjielegisl:ilure 
which represents the people. I desire to 
express myself on this point clearly to 
prevent any misunderstanding as to the 
casion when it becomes its duty to decide, 
course this Court will pursue on every oc- 

His Honor then, proceeded to review the 
affidavits put in and to refer to (authorities 
bearing on tho case, and having done so 
said:- - 

From these authorities three conclu- 
siono are i.educihlo: 

lat. Tliat notice of an order having 
boon made by a Court or Judge is suf- 
ficient when the exigencies of the case do 
not admit of del.ay (rcasonnblo expedition 
being 3ub8C(iuenlly used in serving tho 
order itself) tho order operating from the 
time of its announcement by the Court or 
Jud;;c- not from the time of its being re- 
duced to writing by tho officer of tho 
Court and service. 

2d. Disobedience after such notice 
constittites in law a contempt of the 
Court, and the man who disolieys tak^.i 
upon himnelf .after such notice the risk of 
tho consetjuonces of disobedience, whether 
ho beliovcB it to be the order of tho 
Court or not. 

3d. That the more assert inn on oath 
of lum-belief as to its being an order of 
the Court, or of ab.soncc of intention to 
disobey, aiTords no saflicicnt excuse, the 
credibility due to such tissertion lieing 
like all other atatenients, liable to be 
tested by an examination of the surround- 
ing circumstances. In consideiing the 
cireunmtancos surroiuiding this ease, it 
sooiii!! imposaiblc to conelude th.at the de- 
fendant did believe that it was not an or- 
der of the Court with the notice of v.hich 
he was served at the time of the sale. In 
tho first place, .as a bailiff acting in tho en- 
f(jrceinont of official duties, ho must bo 
presumed to know ♦lis duty, and if he 
does not, he, of his own accord, t.akes up- 
on himself responsibilities for which ho is 
unfit. In the second place, the writ or 
Bummons, witli which he admits ho wits 
was served, told him distinctly by the en- 
dorsement written thereon that tho plain- 
tiff intended to make an application to 
the Court for an rirder of that nature. 
Thirdly, he know as disclosed by his own 
statements that the legality of his proceed- 
ings would be contested. Fourthh*, 
pending hit! proceedings he was served, 
with a written notice tolling him that the 
Court had made tho order restraining 
him, which order was signed by an at- 
torney in the cause, who would be liable 
to an indictment if the statement tlieroin 
contained with reference to such order 
was untrue. Fifthly, the pojjulation 
in this community is not so extreme- 
ly largo that a baililF is unlikely to 
know tho members of tho leading lirm.-) 
practicing law in tho city. Sixthly— If he 
had paused in his act and simply asked 
tho question of tho crowd aurroundiiig he 
would have received an ansv.'cr which 
would (it once have told him who botli 
Mr. Jackson and Mr. Mills wero. 

Upon what reasonable grounds, then, 
can the assertion rest of the belief men- 
tioned in his affidavit — assuming him to be 
a man of ordinary senso and intelligenco ? 

So far from 
any desire or cirort to find out v.diat really 
was tho truth, or whether ho was correct 
in his asserted belief, ho preferred to 'as- 
sume an air of iridifforonco to and inde- 
pcndonco of tho court — pointing out ac- 
cording to Mr. Mills' affidavit the distinc- 
tion between notice of an order .and tho 
order itself.

tions. M'". Wrdkem, however, tia the 
Attorncy-tjenoral .ami leader of the Gov- 
cninicnt; wluxso servant ho was, assures 
tho Court on his behalf that thero really 
Wits no intentional disobedience.

Geiicrars position as the fii-st law officer of 
the Crov. n and to the desire which must 
alwa,vs e-\ist with that offices in tho 
public interests to aid the Court in main- 
taining law and enforcing order, will en- 
sure to tho defendant a leniency which 
his own alUdawit would not obtain for 
him and which his conduct apparently 
little deserves. As a subordinate officer 
he must learn that he is not constituted a 
tribunal to determine what is and what is 
not law.

A Thirty Thousand Found Bank 
IToto. 

An extraordinary afl'air Lappencd 
about the year 1740. On(? of the di- 
ivctors of the Bank of England, <a v(?ry 
rich man, hail occasion for .£.'iO,000, 
which he was to ji.ay as the price of an 
estate which he lud just bought. To 
facilitato the matter he carried tlio sum 
to the bank and obtained for it a. bank 
note. On his return ho was called out 
u[)on some important businos.s. Ho 
threw the note down carelessly on tho 
maiitlopieco, but when ho caniu back 
to look it up, it was not to bo found. 
No one bad entered tho room ; he could 
not thi'r«foro .suspect any person. At 
last, after much inefl'ectual searcli, ho 
was persuiided that it had fallen into 
tlie fire. The director went to acquaint 
his colle.Rgues with his misfortune, and 
as he was known to be a jierfectly hon- 
est man, he wa:i readily beliovud. It 
was only about twnnty-four hours from 
the time that he deposited his money, 
and they thought it hard to nifuse his 
request for a second note. Tie received 
it upon giving an obligation to restore 
the first note if it shmild ever bo found 
or jiay the money himself if it should 
over bo presented by any stranger. 
About eighty years afterward (the dir- 
ector having long been dead,) an un- 
known man presented the note at the 
bank and demanded payment. It was 
in vain that tliey mentioned to this 
[ifU'son the transaction by which that 
note was iiiuilled; ho would not listen 
to it. Ho maintained that it had come 
to him from abroad and insisted on 
payment. The note was payable to 
bearer, and the £.10,000 were paid to 
him. The Loirs of tht; director would 
not listen to any demands of restitution, 
and the bank was obliged to sustain 
the los.s. It was di.seo\'ored afterwai'ds 
that an arcLitect, having purchased tho 
director's house, had taken, an 'Order to 
build nnother on tlie same" spot, and 
found the note in the crevice of the 
cliiiiiney, and made Lis discovery an 
engine for robbing the ba^k, in which 
ho was entirely successfuL'

Noliiliug, the a;;j:tssin died on Sejit. 
10th from tho effeet of his wounds, the 
immediate cause of death being inllam- 
matiou of tho lungs. Oti Juno 2nd, 
less than three weeks after Hodel's at- 
tempt on the Emperor's life, ho fired 
twice with a double-barrelled gun at 
the Emperor of (ieriiiany from a win- 
dow in tho Avenuo Unter den Linden, 
live minutes' walk from the scene of 
Hodel's exploit. Tho Emperor was 
riding by with only a personal attend- 
dant. Ho received about thirty shot 
in the lu^ad, face, both arms and back, 
Wlien the ar.sassin's door was forced 
o[)en liu fired upon and wounded tho 
hotel-keeper, and also attempted to 
commit suicide, inHicting upon himself 
the wounds which have ju>;t i>roved 
fatal. He was born April 10, LS t7, 
in Po.scn, and was carefully educated 
in tho Govormnent schools. He after- 
wards studied at the Univorsitii^s of 
Hallo and Leipzig, where ho att(Mi(led 
particularly tho lectures on agriculture 
and political economy. At Leipzi;,' lu^ 
received the degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy in 1S7G, and he was distingui.sh- 
ed at both universities for his indus- 
try. After graduating he was eniploy- 
etl in one of the Government ofUces 
in Berlin ijnd then in tho office of the 
Minister of tho Interior of Saxony, at- 
tending lectures on political economy 
at the same time. In 1877 ho travell- 
ed through England, Belgium, France, 
Switzerland, and Austria, and then 
wont to Berlin, where ho passed Gomo 
time in idleness. Ho always was a 
Socialist in theory, and held oxtra>-- 
agant ideas, whicli, however, \\o did 
not carry into tho managoment of his 
fortune. He attended Sociali.'st nioet- 
ings in Berlin, and sometimes spoki>. 
Once Lc delivered a lecture on tlio 
countries through which he had trav- 
elled before the Socialistic Union for 
the Educating of the Workmen of 
Dresden. Three of Nohiling's brothers 
are oflicers in the Prus.sian army, and 
another graduated a short tinii! ago 
from the Uuiversit}^ of Halle, and ia an 
agricultural director in .Sa.vony. 

Two weeks ago .Mrs Piowers, of Dun- 
gannou, the niollier of several families 
in tLe northern townships, went with 
her step-daughter and grand-daughter 
to pick black-berries about two miles 
from home. TLoy found tho berry 
patch occupied by three bear cubs, who 
immediately took refuge in a jiino tree. 
The grand-daughter w;is sent home to 
tell the "boys" to come along witli 
guns, while the two women guarded tho 
prisoners pending thcirarrival. But tho 
shobear was the first to arri\'e, and [lut 
tho step-daughter to llight. The old 
lady, however, was not so easily routed 
but maintained h(;r jiosition, disregard- 
ing the defiant attitude of the- old 
bear, which advanced to within ten 
feet of the tree, sat on its haunches 
and rubbed its paws together as if 
challenging her to^ mortal combat. 
jNIeanwliilo the. cubs, iierceiving tliidr 
motLer, made an attempt to descend 
the tree, in which only one of them 
was successful, the old lady driving the 
other two back with a stick. Mrs 
Bruin was apparently satisfied with the 
rescue of one of her cub.s, for she beat a 
retreat, and left the other to an untimely 
death at the Lands of the "boys," who 
soon arrived.

Du.JDnvsDALE, in a letter to the 
Tiinc.f' calls attention to the fact ,that 
in Great Britain something like $75,- 
000,000 a year is paid for tobacco. In 
Holland more money is spent on it than 
on bread. Dr. Drysdale, who is an 
authority, denounces this expenditure 
as worse than waste, the use of tobacco 
in any form being, hej,- considered, a 
real vice — delotcrions'" to health and 
vitality. Smokers and cliciwers of to- 
bacco, he says, in a Large percentage of 
cases, bring on blindness by their indul- 
gence and produce a variety of other 
diseases. His statistics of the results 
of experiments on four-footed puppies 
are truly alarming, and should furnish 
a warning to bipeds. Who would wish 
to fall a prey to loss of appetite, swell- 
ing of the gums, loosening of the tooth, 
palsy of the leg, blindm^ss, deafness 
and death from asthenia ?
